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Prologue 

It means a lot to me to have these papers organized and ready to be 
microfilmed. They provide a good organizational framework for 
thinking about my life in the period 1999-2001. They constitute, in 
addition, an outline and preliminary description of my life for that 
period. 

The specific page references herein are as follows: 1999, pages 4- 
668; 2000, pages 669-1371; 2001, pages 1372-2267. With the 
microfilming of these personal papers for 1999-2001, virtually all 
of my personal papers, to date, have been organized and 
microfilmed. It’s a good feeling. 

Getting these papers for 1999-2001 organized and microfilmed has 
given me a lot of pleasure. Having done so, I have the feeling of 
having been liberated from them and from the years 1999-2001. At 
the same time, I am filled with the exhilarating feeling of starting 
over, of beginning again. 

All of these personal papers are not, to be sure, the complete "me," 
but they're a good rough draft. Just how long these microfilms 
continue to exist is anybody's guess. My hope, of course, is that 
they continue to exist for a very long time after my death. I will do 
my best to get copies of these microfilms into the hands of the 
appropriate individuals and organizations. After that, there's 
nothing much that I can do. 


When all is said and done, all of these papers about SRP constitute 
nothing more than a portrait of one person who was born in 1943 
and who did his best to live an interesting and meaningful life.

In spite of the popularity of "Auld Lang Syne," it has aptly been described as "the song 
that nobody knows." Even in Scotland, hardly a gathering sings it correctly, without some 
members of the party substituting "We'll meet again some ither nicht" for " And we'll tak' 
a cup o’ kindness yet." People also tend to add "the days of to the line, "For auld lang 
syne." 

Robert Bums claimed to have transcribed the lyrics by ear. He wrote to Mrs Dunlop on 
7th December 1788: "Light be the turf on the breast of the heaven-inspired Poet who 
composed this glorious Fragment" In a note (1793) to George Thomson, he describes 
"Auld Lang Syne" as "the old song of the olden times, and which has never been in print, 
nor even in manuscript, until I took it down from an old man’s singing." 

But, the Bums song we know and love to sing on Bums's Night and at New Year was by- 
no means the first of its kind. A similar "Auld Lang Syne" tune was actually printed circa 
1700 and is therefore certain to be much older. The Bums version was adapted by 
Thomson (probably with Burns's acquiescence) but Johnson had already reprinted Allan 
Ramsay's "Auld Lang Syne," a different tune set to a love song rather than a song of 
parting, in Vol I of SMM in 1787. 

The timeless Bums gem still treasured to this day had to wait for publication until after 
the Bard's death and appeared in Vol V of SMM in 1796.

D&H Canal and Gravity Railroad: 
Turning a coal mine into a gold mine

Last fall, a small group of adventurers attempted 
to recapture the spirit of the D&H Canal and 
Gravity Railroad's heyday by bicycling from its 
beginning to end. Organized by the D&H Trans¬ 
portation Heritage Council, its purpose was to 
draw attention to the historic significance of the 
canal and gravity railroad and to explore its poten¬ 
tial as a present-day economic resource. 

In completing this journey, the "trekkers" ac¬ 
complished this goal and more. First, they carried 
a piece of coal (the first piece to travel the route in 
100 years) from Carbondale to Kingston, N.Y., a 
symbolic gesture commemorating the significance 
of the canal as it shaped not just the communities 
along the way but the industrialization of this na¬ 
tion. 

Second, and most importantly, they refocused 
attention from the D&H's demise to the future of 
the canal and gravity railroad as a viable cultural 
and historic resource. 

The centennial "coalfields to tidewater" trek, as 
we came to know it, was to take place 100 years 
after the last canal boat passed through the re¬ 
gion. When I first got involved with the project last 
spring, I was asked why an event was being 
planned "to celebrate" the closing of the canal. 
Admittedly, the demise of the D&H was devastat¬ 
ing to the communities that sprang up along the 
towpaths. People lost their jobs, their livelihoods, 
stores closed, and many faced financial ruin. 

But this was not a celebration of a demise. It 
was a beginning, a celebration of the future. It was 
an experiment to see if "adaptive re-use" could 
indeed be put to work here. 

All along the route communities, organizations 
and individuals welcomed the "trek" with open 
arms. From marching bands to homemade choco¬ 
late chip cookies, contributions along the way 
demonstrated the depth of commitment and de¬ 
sire to hold onto a piece of our history, indeed, to 
use this history as the cornerstone for our future. 

The point is that sometimes we don't have to 
build or create something new to improve eco¬ 
nomic conditions. We don't always need a gimmick 
or a slick advertising campaign to stimulate growth. 
If we take a good hard look in our own backyards 


we might recognize what we already have. 

The D&H Canal and gravity railroad serves as 
an educational, historical, cultural and natural 
resource. The Transportation Heritage Council 
would like to see the public eventually be able to 
complete this trek themselves. 

It would be imprudent to try to list everyone who 
helped make this historic trek a success; the list is 
too long and we undoubtedly would overlook some¬ 
one. Suffice it to say that our heartfelt thanks goes 
out to every bicyclist, boy scout, volunteer, busi¬ 
ness owner, program participant, government offi¬ 
cial, politician, cookie baker, drink provider, home- 
owner, museum employee, fire department and 
police escorter who helped us get from the co¬ 
alfields to the tidewater safely and with our spirits 
and mission intact. 

Our advice to the naysayers is simple: get out 
there and visit the Neversink Valley Area Museum 
in Cuddebackville, the High Falls D&H Canal Mu¬ 
seum and the Wayne County Historical Society in 
Honesdale. Let your local and state legislators 
know how important it is to find funding to pre-' 
serve sections of towpath and to provide access for 
hiking and biking. Stop in at the Millbrook Restau¬ 
rant (an original dry dock site) in Pond Eddy, NY, 
or the Canal Towne Emporium, an original canal 
store, in Wurtsboro. Take a walk across the Roe- 
bling Aqueduct in Lackawaxen, along the trail at 
the Sullivan County Linear Park in Summitville. 
Volunteer with local organizations when they have 
towpath clean-up days. Or visit the site of the first 
anthracite coal mine in Carbondale, or Gravity 
Park where the gravity railroad started its trek 
over the mountain.

1 small butternut squash (about 1 pound) 

1 1/2 teaspoons olive oil plus about 2 teaspoons for brushing squash 
1 small onion 

1 1/2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

1 whole large egg 

1/2 large egg yolk (1/2 tablespoon) 

1/3 cup heavy cream 

3/4 cup grated Italian Fontina cheese (about 2 1/2 ounces) 

1/3 cup freshly grated Parmesan (about 1 ounce) 

1/4 cup crumbled mild soft goat cheese (about 1 ounce) 

1 1/2 teaspoons minced fresh herbs such as rosemary, thyme, and marjoram leaves 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

freshly ground black pepper 

1/3 cup fine fresh bread crumbs 


On a lightly floured surface roll out dough into a 12-inch round (about 1/8 inch thick). Fit dough into an 11-inch tart 
pan with a removable fluted rim. Freeze shell 15 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 375°F. 

Line shell with foil and fill with pie weights or raw rice. Bake shell in middle of oven until edge is pale golden, about 
20 minutes. Carefully remove foil and weights or rice and bake shell 10 minutes more, or until bottom is golden 
Leave oven on. Cool shell in pan on a rack. 

Halve squash and scoop out seeds. Lightly brush each cut side with about 1 teaspoon oil and on a baking sheet 
roast squash, cut sides down, in middle of oven 40 minutes, or until soft

I'm not sure who the George Griswold (25 in 1850, i.e., b. 1825) and the 
Ruphus Griswold (29 in 1350, i.e., b. 1821) are that you have located in 
the 1850 census. They are not older brothers of Louisa and Laura, who had 
two older brothers (Louis, b. 1822, d. 1832; Alvin, b. 1824, d. 1849), 
and two younger brothers (Nathan, b. 1832, d. 1912; Homer, b 1835, d. 
1874). It seems that both Nathan and Homer should have been listed in the 
1850 census as siblings of Louisa. 

The only Rufus Griswold that I can find in my records is the second son 
of Orrin Griswold (m. Lois Deming), which would make him a first cousin 
of Louisa's. This Rufus was born in 1824 or 1827, so he appears to be too 
young to be the Rufus you've located. I don't find any George Griswold 
born in 1825. Are Rufus and George listed as being in the same household 
as Louisa in the 1850 census? 

Yes, Sumner Griswold and Horace Griswold are siblings cr Francis. There 
were six sons in the family: John, Francis, Orrin, Sumne Horace, 

Sedate. 

If, by any chance, you have a xerox copy of the Clinton Township census 
records from 1850,1 would like to have a copy.

Nathan and Homer Griswold are both listed in the 1850 Census along with 
Francis, Jane and Louisa. Nathan is listed as being 18 years old, and

Yes, George and Ruphus are listed in the Francis and Jane household, but 
George is listed as George Alen, which I ignored, thinking that it was 
his 

middle name. But if you don’t find him in your records, then it is 
probaDly 

his last name. Ruphus Griswold, I think, probably is a cousin of 
Louisa's. I 

think that because he is listed as "Ruphus Griswold," which is unusual, 
because usually the last name is not repeated if it's the same as all the 
others of a household, and it struck me as odd at the time. So if he was 
a 

boarder who worked on the farm, the census taker would have asked him his 
last 

name, and it would just happen to be the same as the family he was living 
with, because he was a nephew/cousin of theirs. As to the age 
discrepancy, I 

might have copied down 29 when it was really a 24 (9's can sometimes look 
like 

4's for those people who write in bubbly looking 4's). The census taker 
had 

very sloppy handwriting, as you will see from my notes, with the question 
marks, and margin notes. 

I am going to xerox copy my notes from the 1850 census and mail them to 
you 

right away. I apologize that these are handwritten, copied by hand from 
the 

census, instead of xeroxed right off the microfilm. What happened was 
that on 

that day there was only one printer working (the National Archives has 
about 

30 microfilm readers, and only 4 printers). But I will be going again to 
the 

National Archives soon (we live close to Wash DC, less than an hour away) 

in 

the next month or two, and I will be glad to xerox/print you a copy.

Delaware & Hudson Gravity Railroad and Canal 

Carbondale to the Hudson River 

Slide Presentation by Dr. S. Robert Powell 
Sponsored by the Carbondale Historical Society & Museum 
Carbondale Area High School Auditorium, February 17,1999, 2 P.M. 

The D&H Gravity Railroad from Carbondale to Honesdale was opened on October 9, 
1829. The 1829 roadbed consisted of Planes 1 -5 from Carbondale to Rix's Gap. Level 
1 across the top of the mountain, Planes 6-7 from Farview to Waymart, Level 2 from 
Waymart to Prompton, Plane 8 at Prompton, Level 3 from Prompton to Honesdale. 
The roadbed was reconfigured in 1841-1843, 1856-1858, and 1866-1868 to make it 
more efficient. Passenger service was instituted on April 5,1877. 

Anthracite coal from the mines at Carbondale was transferred from the rail cars to the 
canal boats at Honesdale. The D&H Canal, which opened on October 16, 1828, was 
108 miles long, with 108 locks. It extended from Honesdale to Rondout on the 
Hudson River. On November 5, 1898, the last canal boat left Honesdale for the 
Hudson River. The water was let out of the D&H Canal on June 13, 1899. 

One of the most famous locomotives in American history, the Stourbridge Lion (now 
in the Smithsonian in Washington, DC) was given its trial run on August 8, 1829, at 
Honesdale, with Horatio Alien as engineer. It was one of four locomotives 
(Stourbridge Lion, Delaware. Hudson, and America) that were imported from 
England to be used on the "levels" on the D&H Gravity Railroad. 

The distance between the rails (the "gauge") on the D&H Gravity Railroad was 51 
inches ("standard" gauge is 56 'A inches; the gauge on the Erie Railroad was 6 feet). 




• The first underground anthracite mine in Am-rica was opened at Carbondale (a short 
distance west of the Seventh Avenue crossing, near the entrance to the Hendrick 
parking lot) in 1831. By the middle of the nineteenth century, more than a million 
tons of coal were being shipped annually by rail from Carbondale to Honesdale. 

• The first anthracite coal breaker in America, the Racket Brook Breaker, was erected 
by the D&H above the city of Carbondale (in the vicinity of the Artesian well) in 
1859. 

• The D&H Gravity Railroad operated for the Inst time in its entirety as a gravity line 
on January 3, 1899, at which time the "light track" was converted into a steam rail 
line, known as the Honesdale Branch of the D&H Company. A switchback was 
installed at Panthers' Bluffs (on the mountain above Simpson) to replace Shepherd's 
Crook. The re-made PHMC Gravity Railroad marker in Gravity Park, Carbondale, 
was installed on January 3, 1999. 

• There were 19 stations on the Honesdale Branch of the D&H: Carbondale, Lookout 
Junction, Bushwick, Lincoln Avenue, Racket Brook, White's, Panthers' Bluffs, 
Quigley, Farview, Canaan, Munson, Lake Lodore, Waymart, Keene, Steene, 
Prompton, Fortenia, Seelyville, Honesdale. 

• The Honesdale Branch of the D&H Company was closed on August 20, 1931, when 
the last steam train traveled from Carbondale to Honesdale. 

• On October 9-12, 1998, the D&H Trek was held to commemorate the 100 ,h 
anniversary of the last trip by a canal boat (#1107) over the entire length of the D&H 
Canal.

Within the English units of measurement there are three different systems of weights (avoirdupois, troy, and 
apothecaries'), of which the most widely used is the avoirdupois. The troy system (named for Troyes, France, 
where it is said to have originated) is used only for precious metals. Apothecaries' weights are based on troy 
weights; in addition to the pound, ounce, and grain-which are equal to the troy units of the same name-other units 
are the dram and the scruple. 

In the avoirdupois system, a pound is equivalent to 7,000 grains. In the troy system, a pound is equivalent to 5,760 
grains. There are 16 avoirdupois ounces in an avoirdupois pound, but only 12 troy ounces in a troy pound.

An exhibition of portraits of the mayors of Carbondale is currently on display 
in City Council Chambers in Carbondale. To commemorate the exhibition, 
which was mounted by the Carbondale Historical Society and Museum, a 
note card was produced. This is the note card in which this letter was 
enclosed. 

As you will note from the information printed on the back of the card, the oil 
painting on the cover is of James Archbald, the first mayor of Carbondale. 
The painting is by John Willard Raught (185/-1931), the well known and 
highly regarded artist from northeastern Pennsylvania. Many paintings and oil 
sketches by J. W. Raught are, as you know, in the permanent collection of the 
Everhart Museum. 

In an effort to promote the Carbondale exhibition of mayors' portraits and to 
celebrate the aesthetic achievements of J. W. Raught, I inquired in the gift 
shop at the Everhart Museum about the possibility of the Everhart's selling, 
on consignment, packets of ten (or individually) these James Archbald/J. W. 

Such an arrangement would, of course, be beneficial to the 
Everhart Museum and to the Carbondale Historical Society.

After three visits to the Everhart, in February and early March, I learned, 
finally, from the lady who works in the gift shop, that the manager of the gift 
shop, Ms. Dawn (who was not present in the museum during any of my 
visits) has decided that the Everhart Museum was not interested in selling on 
consignment the James Archbald/J. W. Raught note cards. 

Ms. Dawn's decision strikes me as unreasoned, myopic, and arbitrary. The 
card is of the highest quality. The oil painting on the card's cover is of a 
prominent local political figure, and it was painted by a local artist. The price 
of the card is modest. Is it possible that Ms. Dawn is unaware of the 
importance of J. W. Raught not only in local history but also in the history of 
the Everhart Museum? 

Is it unreasonable to expect that one Lackawanna County museum (the 
Everhart) cooperate with another (the Carbondale Historical Society and 
Museum) to support and promote an appreciation of the oeuvre of a local 
artist who occupies an important position in the history of American art? Dr. 
Isaiah Fawkes Everhart would. I'm sure, be appalled by Ms. Dawn's decision. 
One can't help but wonder what the criteria might be that Ms. Dawn uses to 
evaluate items to be sold in the gift shop at the Everhart Museum? Should 
such decisions, one wonders, be made solely by the manager of the gift shop? 

Any help that you can provide me in understanding Ms. Dawn's decision with 
regard to the James Archbald/J. W. Raught note card would be much 
appreciated.

n. INTRODUCTORY REMARKS by Dr. S. Robert Powell 


In 1802, just 26 years after the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, Carbondale came 
into existence, when resolute settlers first came 
into the Lackawanna Valley in northeastern 
Pennsylvania and established their homes. 
Twenty-five years later, on October 5, 1850, a 
public meeting was held in the Carbondale 
Concert Hall, under the chairmanship of William 
Ball, Esquire. 

To accomplish the three objectives that the 
citizens of village of Carbondale established for 
themselves at that meeting—and we’ll learn what 
those three objectives were in the course of 
today's program—the citizens of Carbondale 
petitioned the state legislature for a city charter. 

Six months later, on March 15, 1851, the city of 
Carbondale was officially born. We are met here 
today—148 years later—to commemorate the 
signing of that charter. 

We'll begin these celebrations with ... 
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XI. CLOSING REMARKS by Dr. S. Robert Powell 


The most precious asset that any community can 
have are citizens who care about that city—its 
past, its present, and its future. Such citizens are 
the life blood of the community, because they are 
willing to serve. 

How can you and I serve our community? How 
can you and I serve Carbondale? How can we 
help our city to realize its full potential as a 
community? 

We can help by getting involved in our 
community. Carbondale needs us. Carbondale's 
leaders need us. They need us to say yes and they 
need us to say no. When something pleases us that 
they have done, we must learn to make known our 
pleasure, and when something that they have done 
displeases us, we must learn to make known our 
displeasure, and we must do so, not on the street 
corners or in the public houses of the community, 
but we must do so in structured, intelligent ways, 
where it counts—in the voting booths and in the 
public meetings that are called for the purpose of 
making governmental decisions. 
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Those decisions affect us all in a very direct way. 
Those decisions will affect our children and our 
grandchildren in a very direct way. The decisions 
that we can and must help make are crucial to 
Carbondale's future and to the future of 
generations of Carbondalians as yet unborn. 

People when they come together, can always win 
in the end. Not unlike the founding fathers, we 
can move heaven and earth if we come together to 
solve community problems and create a future for 
Carbondale. It is people who founded 
Carbondale, and it is the people who founded 
Carbondale whom we have come here today to 
remember. It is they whom we celebrate, but at 
the same time we are here today to celebrate 
ourselves, because we, like our predecessors, care 
about Carbondale. Every one of you is a as 
valuable as any asset that any community can 
have. We are the city. You and I are the city. We 
are Carbondale, and you, the students in this 
school and the students in the other schools of the 
community, you are the future of the city of 
Carbondale. 

The founding fathers of the city, you can be sure, 
believed in the future of Carbondale. If you will 
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follow their lead and get involved in community 
life, you will be doing yourself, and your children, 
and their children, the greatest service, the 
greatest favor imaginable, because you will be 
giving them a future here in northeastern 
Pennsylvania. And if you do, 25 years form now, 
50 years from now, 100 years from now, your 
descendants will gather together to celebrate a 
community and a people. The community that 
they celebrate will be the Carbondale that can be, 
if we all work together. The people that they 
celebrate will be you, and it will be me, and it will 
be themselves. 

If we, like the founding fathers, simply believe in 
ourselves and in our community, we can and will 
have a bright future, and the city of Carbondale 
can and will have a bright future. If we are 
courageous, we can make it work. If we are men 
and women of fortitude, we can succeed, if we are 
resolved in our dedication and our commitment, 
and if we are willing to serve our community, not 
for our own personal gain or glory, but for the 
sake of the community and its future, we can 
succeed as no others have succeeded in our entire 
148 year corporate history. We have everything to 
gain.

Charter Day 1999 

A complete success. School 
was canceled on March 15 th 
because of snow The snow date 
that we established when the 
preliminary arrangements were 
made was today.

An exhibition of portraits of the mayors of Carbondale is currently on display 
in City Council Chambers in Carbondale. To commemorate the exhibition, 
which was mounted by the Carbondale Historical Society and Museum, a 
note card was produced. This is the note card in which this letter was 
enclosed. 

As you will note from the information printed on the back of the card, the oil 
painting on the cover is of James Archbald, the first mayor of Carbondale. 
The painting is by John Willard Raught (1857-1931), the well known and 
hi ghl y regarded artist from northeastern Pennsylvania. Many paintings and oil 
sketches by J. W. Raught are, as you know, in the permanent collection of the 
Everhart Museum. 

In an effort to promote the Carbondale exhibition of mayors' portraits and to 
celebrate the aesthetic achievements of J. W. Raught, I inquired in the gift 
shop at the Everhart Museum about the possibility of the Everhart's selling, 
on consignment, packets of ten (or individually) these James Archbald/J. W. 
Raught note cards. Such an arrangement would, of course, be beneficial to the 
Everhart Museum and to the Carbondale Historical Society.

After three visits to the Everhart, in February and early March, I learned, 
finally, from the lady who works in the gift shop, that the manager of the gift 
shop, Ms. Dawn (who was not present in the museum during any of my 
visits) has decided that the Everhart Museum was not interested in selling on 
consignment the James Archbald/J. W. Raught note cards. 

Ms. Dawn's decision strikes me as unreasoned, myopic, and arbitrary. The 
card is of the highest quality.

The price 
of the card is modest. Is it possible that Ms. Dawn is unaware of tfr 
importance of J. W. Raught not only in local history but also in the histor 
the Everhart Museum? 

Is it unreasonable to expect that one Lackawanna County museum

Museum) to support and promote an appreciation of the oeuvre of a local 
artist who occupies an important position in the history of American art? Dr. 
Isaiah Fawkes Everhart would. I'm sure, be appalled by Ms. Dawns decision. 
One can't help but wonder what the criteria might be that Ms. Dawn uses to 
evaluate items to be sold in the gift shop at the Everhart Museum? Should 
such decisions, one wonders, be made solely by the manager of the gift shop? 

Any help that you can provide me in understanding Ms. Dawn's decision with 
regard to the James Archbald/J. W. Raught note card would be much 
appreciated.

Joseph Pascoe arranged to have Tom M. Fontana from The 
Carbondale News come to the meeting to take an official photograph of the 
Board for 1999. The Board sat to three photographs by Tom Fontana. Five 
members were seated on the recently-restored library directors' chairs 
(Burke, Langan, Muldoon, Staple, Race); the six other members present 
(Powell, McNabb, Pascoe, Vandenberg, Calabro, Imbalzano) stood in front 
of the recently-restored library board table and behind the seated directors. 
Not present for the photo were Bernard Brown, Bill Wallis, Ruth Miley, and 
Father Steve Matylewicz. [Secretary's note: The photographs turned out 
beautifully. One was published on page 5 of the March 3, 1999 Carbondale 
News. A copy of the published photograph is appended to these minutes 
There are three errors in the caption: Katherine Race, the corresponding 
secretary, is erroneously identified as the "recording" secretary; Bill Wallis' 
last name is incorrectly given as "Waller."and Marty Langan is erroneously 
identified as "Mary" Langan. The library Board's table and the library 
directors' chairs were formerly in the board room at the Pioneer Dime Bank, 
Carbondale. J. F. Wheeler was president; Willis G. Blocksidge, vice 
president; Mary B. Kelly, cashier; Aubrey Staple, assistant cashier; Albert 
E. Pettinato also worked there. The Pioneer Dime Bank merged with 
Northeastern Bank on May 25, 1959.] 

The minutes of the January 1999 meeting, as taken down by Ruth 
Miley, were read by Anne Muldoon. It was regularly moved (Burke) and 
seconded (Race) that the minutes be approved as read. The motion carried. 
The treasurer's report was read by Pat Calabro. It was regularly moved 



(Vandenberg) and seconded (Pascoe) that the treasurer's report for January 
1999 be approved as read. The motion carried. 

OLD BUSINESS 

Correspondence and Communication. Kathryn Race read the thank 
you note that the Board received for flowers that the Board sent to the 
Muldoon family following the death of Joseph Muldoon (brother of the 
Library Director). 

Library Director's Report. Anne reported that there were lots of 
administrative forms for the new officers of the Board to sign. The officers 
of the Board were asked to remain for a few minutes at the end of the 
meeting to sign the necessary bank foims. Ann piesented a copy of the 
names and addresses of all Board members to all members present. Robert 
Powell noted that his phone number is incorrect on the list. His correct 
phone number is 282 (not 222) 5197. Robert's office phone is 342-7701, 
ext. 283. 

Fund Raising. "We're back a month," reported the Library Director, 
who suggested that a mailing committee be formed. Kathrine Race 
volunteered to head that committee. Anne reported that we have to get a 
new bulk-mailing permit. 

Lecture/Cultural Programs in the Library. President Langan 
remarked that there used to be lecture/cultural programs in the library in the 
past. He then announced that Dr. Kathleen Munley will present a talk in the 
Library on April 21, beginning at 7:30 P.M., on the Carbondale mine fire. 
The talk will be co-sponsored by the Carbondale News Club. Jim Burke will 
contact Tom Munley, a caterer who will provide light refreshments (coffee 
and cookies). 

On Tuesday, March 23 rd , Bob Vandenberg will present a talk in the 
Library on "Dozens of Advantages in Living in the Carbondale Area." This 
program will be co-sponsored by UNICO. This is a talk similar to the one 
that Bob presented on Wednesday, February 17, 1999, at a meeting of the 
Genealogical Society of Northeastern Pennsylvania. 

Dr. S. Robert Powell, president of the Carbondale Historical Society, 
will present a slide-illustrated talk in May on the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company's Gravity Railroad and Canal. This is a presentation that Dr. 
Powell and the Historical Society presented to the seventh and eight grades 
at Carbondale Area High School on February 17 th at 2 P.M. [Dr. Pc well 
announced that the Historical Society would also sponsor a Charter Day 
piogram at Carbondale Area on March 15, 1999, the 148' h anniversary of 



the signing of the charter that brought into existence the city of 
Carbondale.] 

NEW BUSINESS 

Library Staff. The Library Director reported that Frances Grecco and 
Dorothy Peduto work part time (20 hours a week) in the library. They work 
at the library through the Scranton Lackawanna Human Development 
Agency. Under the requirements of that agency, Frances and Dorothy are 
here "in training" and they can not be retained, it seems, after June. The 
Library directors were not pleased to learn that we might loose Frances and 
Dorothy. Both are experienced and valuable staff members. 

Friends of the Library. Katherine Race reported that the Friends met 
last week. At last year's au/antique/collectible show, the Friends earned 
over $1,000 for the Library. Such an effort requires a g.reat deal of work and 
the Friends wondered if the Library's Board of Directors would like to take 
over the art/antique/collectible show this year. President Lar.gan remarked 
that the Board should probably not get involved in an art/antique/collectble 
show. 

Fund Raising. Ralph Imbalzano suggested that perhaps the Board 
should consider sponsoring children's events and programs in order to raise 
money for the Library. Bob Vandenberg said that there is a lot of work to be 
done to update the donor list that the Library now has—"We need to make 
sure we have the names of the current officers of all organizations," said he. 
Marty Langan said that the Board would have a work session on Tuesday, 
March 2 nd , at 7 P.M., at the Library to work on updating the donor list. Jim 
Burke and Joseph Pascoe said that they would not be able to attend as they 
were participating in the Dr. Seuss Reading Across America program. 

There being no further business to be brought before the Board, it was 
regularly moved (Burke) and seconded (Staple) that the meeting be 
adjouned. The meeting was accordingly adjourned at 8:45 P.M. 

Following adjournment, it was learned that today, February 16, is 
Joseph Pascoe's birthday. The Board sang Happy Birthday to Joe. 

Following adjournment it was also reported that the Race Lumber 
building (which at one time was regarded as a possible site for the new 
Carbondale Library) has been sold to the Tonkins at Napa Auto Parts.

March 16,1999 


The March 16, 1999 meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Carbondale Public Library was called to order at 7:36 P.M. by Board 
president Martin Langan. Present at the meeting were Mesdames McNabb, 
Calabro, Muldoon, and Race; Messieurs Langan, Pascoe, Vandenberg, 
Matylewicz, Staple, Wallis, and Powell. 

The minutes of the February 16, 1999 meeting were read by S. Robert 
Powell. It was regularly moved (Pascoe) and seconded (Race) that the 
minutes be approved as read. The motion carried. Marty Langan 
complimented the recording secretary for the "excellent summary" of the 
February 16, 1999 meeting. The treasurer's report for February was 
presented by Patricia Calabro. The Library Director reported that the 
Library's phone bill would henceforth be 70% less because of new rates for 
libraries and schools in the commonwealth. It was regularly moved (Race) 
and seconded (Pascoe) that the treasurer's report be accepted as read. The 
motion carried. 

It was then regularly moved (Vandenberg) and seconded (Staple) that 
the Library Director and Treasurer be authorized to transfer savings funds 
within the banks to maximize the potential for interest to be earned. The 
motion carried. 

Correspondence and Communications. A letter has been received 
from the Gates Learning Foundation informing us that Pennsylvania 
libraries could receive as much as $3 million dollars for upgrading 
technology in the libraries for 2000-2001. 

It was agreed that the Board send a get well card to Dorothy Peduto, 
who was recently hospitalized; also a card to Joan Cosgrove, who recently 
had surgery. 

Report of the Library Director. President Langan asked the Library 
Director if she had any "words of inspiration, guidance, or encouragement." 
Anne reported that the fire company had checked the building today and 
reported that everything is fine. The gas can in the hall was cited as a 
problem and the fire company suggested that the can be moved. Perhaps a 
smail shed could be constructed to house the can? Ann raised the 
possibility of Eastern Time's installing a fire alarm system in the library. If 
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the alarm goes off, an automatic phone call is placed with the fire 
department. Eastern Time is located in Allentown. Anne also reported that 
Mr. Walter Washelewski, a member of the Board for many years, died on 
Saturday; viewing tomorrow at Brennan's; buiial on Thursday. Mrs. Lillian 
Washelewski is now in the Forest City Nursing Home. The Library will 
send a card to Mr. Alfred Washelewski, Walter's brother. 

Unfinished Business. Next Tuesday, March 23 rd , at 7:30 P.M., Bob 
Vandenberg will present "Dozens of Advantages in Living in the 
Carbondale Area," a slide-illustrated talk, in the community room in the 
Library. The talk will be cosponsored by UNICO. 

Bob Vandenberg and Bill Wallis presented for the Board's approval a 
copy of fund-raising letter. The letter is to be sent to those who have made 
pledges to the Library's building fund but who have not yet paid their 
pledges. The letter was approved by the Board and President Langan 
thanked Messieurs Vandenberg and Wallis for having written the letter. 

Father Steve Matylewicz announced that a ham dinner will take place 
on May 22 nd at the Trinity Episcopal Church to benefit the Carbondale 
Public Library. 

It was reported that the program (Scranton Lackawanna Human 
Development Agency) that funds the salaries of Frances Grecco and 
Dorothy Peduto will not do so indefinitely. Frances' employment will end 
on April 1 st ; Dorothy's on June 30 th . The Board agreed that they would like 
to keep both Frances and Dorothy as employees. Anne said that she was 
able to locate about $8,000 in the "operating savings account" that might be 
used to pay Frances and Dorothy through the end of the calendar year: 
$4,300 for Frances; $3,000 for Dorothy. Martin Langan: "We should use 
this money to keep Frances and Dorothy. We must maintain our hours and 
service to the community." It was regularly moved (Staple) and seconded 
(McNabb) that the Library use these funds to pay Frances and Dorothy. The 
motion carried. This use of the surplus lunds in the "operating savings 
account" will be discussed with Sally Felix. The Library will also have to 
pay their (Frances and Dorothy) FICA, unemployment con.pensation, and 
workmen's compensation. 

New Business. Martin Langan proudly pointed out to the Board the 
picture rails that he installed in the community room of the Library. He 
mentioned that James Burke and Joseph Pascoe could now proceed to hang 
pictures in the community room. 
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Friends of the Library. Bill Wallis reported that the "Friends" will 
sponsor a day trip to Hyde Park, NY (home of the Roosevelts and 
Vanderbilts) on September 25, 1999. The cost will be $25 a person. In 
addition, the flagpole that was recently acquired by the Friends will be 
installed in front of the Library on April 17 th at 11 A.M. Bill Wallis closed 
his report on the doings of the Friends by recounting a pleasantry/joke about 
a doctor, a nurse, and an HMO representative who, in turn, speak to Saint 
Peter and ask for admission to heaven. The doctor and the nurse were both 
granted unconditional admission; the HMO rep was told: "Come right in. 
But only for two days." Father Steve then told a pleasantry about clocks in 
heaven. There is, it seems, a clock in heaven for everyone on earth. "Every 
time you tell a lie, a minute is taken from your life. A certain widow's clock 
hasn't moved in years. There is no clock for President Clinton. His clock is 
attached to the ceiling and used as a ceiling fan." 

From the President. Marty expressed the belief that the Board could 
be more efficient if it broke up into committees and did the Library's 
business: fund raising, cultural events, and so on. Katherine Race said that 
she has already volunteered to head up the committee to secure the bulk- 
mail permit for the Library. Katherine reported that that permit has been 
secured (by the Library Director). 

There being no further business to conduct, it was regularly moved 
(Staple) and seconded (Calabro) that the meeting be adjourned. The motion 
carried.

Historical Society, CAHS commemorate 


148th anniversary of city charter signing

The Carbondale Historical 
Society and Carbondale Area High 
School commemorated the signing 
of the city charter in 1851 during a 
ceremony at the school last month. 

Mayor Michael Tblerico, who 
participated in the program, issued 
a proclamation commemorating 
the 148th anniversary of the char¬ 
ter which was read by CAHS 
junior Curtis Haley. Musical per¬ 
formances were featured as well, 
[including a percussion piece writ¬ 
ten and performed by another stu¬ 
dent, Jeremy Pilny, which drew a 
[rousing ovation. 

I Student participants read texts 
■written by Historical Society 
president S. Robert Powell on the 
early years of Carbondale and the 
origin of the city’s name, along 
with a special historical text focus¬ 
ing on Fell Twp. 

Others who participated in the 
ceremony included Laurie Carlo, 
legislative assistant to State Rep. 
Edward Staback, CAHS seniors 
Carrie Tolerico and Michelle 
Tolerico, juniors Leo Makosky and 
i\my Carachilo, sophomore Jimmy 
Prieto, freshman Melinda Atkins, 
8th grader Katherine Brager, and 
7th grader Carmen Winters. 

Preparing for 150th bash 

Powell told the NEWS that this 


was the eighth Charter Day 
ceremony held in the city since 
1983, the last five of which have 
been conducted at Carbondale 
Area. 

“We reinstated the series of 
programs for the first time since 
1990 because were coming up on 
the 150th anniversary of the city 
charter in 2001,” he explained, 
“and we wanted to start laying the 
foundation for that celebration and 
preparing both the students as 
well as the city itself for the events 
which will be planned.” 

In his address to the students, 
Powell told them that they 
represent the future of the city and 
said the citizens of Carbondale 
who care about the city are the 
lifeblood of the community. He en¬ 
couraged them to become active 
citizens and to help forge the direc¬ 
tion of the city through political ac¬ 
tivism, by voting and participating 
in public meetings. 

“How can we help our city to 
realize its full potential as a com¬ 
munity?” he asked. “We can help 
by getting involved in our com¬ 
munity. Carbondale needs us. Car- 
bondale’s leaders need us.” 

He noted that the city charter 
was adopted during a public meet¬ 
ing on March 15, 1851 by citizens 
who were concerned about the fu¬ 


ture of their city and had 
petitioned the state legislature six 
months earlier for a charter. He 
said these citizens fulfilled a 
dream which began when resolute 
settlers first came into the Lack¬ 
awanna Valley of Northeastern 
Pennsylvania in 1802 — just 26 
years after the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence — 
and established their homes here. 

Following the city founders 

Powell urged the students to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of the city’s 
founding fathers by believing in 
themselves and in their com¬ 
munity. He added that community 
service is “the greatest service, the 
greatest favor imaginable” that 
citizens can do for their own des¬ 
cendants and future generations of 
Carbondaleans. 

“If we are courageous, we can 
make it work,” he stated confi¬ 
dently. “If we are men and women 
of fortitude, we can succeed. If we 
are resolved in our dedication and 
our commitment, and if we are 
willing to serve our community, not 
for our own personal gain or glory, 
but for the sake of the community 
and its future, we can succeed as 
no others have succeeded in our 
entire 148-year corporate history.” 

He noted that the most construc¬ 
tive form of political activism for 








students who care about Carbon- 
m ^S„their opinions 
known to the city’s leaders on im¬ 
portant issues facing them. 

“They need us to say yes and 
they need us to say no,” Powell of¬ 
fered. “When something pleases us 
that they have done, we must 
learn to make known our pleasure, 
and when something that they 
have done displeases us, we must 
learn to make known our dis¬ 
pleasure, and we must do so, not 
on the street corners or in the 
public houses of the community, 
but we must do so in structured, 
intelligent ways, where it counts 
— in the voting booths and in the 
public meetings that are called for 
the purpose of making governmen¬ 
tal decisions.* 

By emulating the city’s founding 
fathers in these ways, he told the 
students that they can each play a 
pivotal role in ensuring the success 
of a vibrant Carbondale for many 
years and future generations of 
citizens to come. 

“Every one of you is as valuable 
as any asset that any community 
can have," he pointed out. “We are 
the city You and I are the city...If 
we, like the founding fathers, 
simply believe in ourselves and in 
our community, we can and will 
have a bright future, and the City 
of Carbondale can and will have a 
bright future.”

WHO ARE success¬ 
ful usually have many 
traits in common, including top- 
notch skills, a willingness to work 
hard and an ability to stay organized. 

“Being organized is crucial to 
productivity and follow-through— 
essential elements of success in 
every line of work,” says Stephanie 
Culp, author of 611 Ways to Do More 
in a Day. 


Culp offers the following sug¬ 
gestions on how to get and stay 
organized. 


STEPS TO THE TOP 

■ Clear your desk two or three 
times a day so the clutter doesn 7 get 
a foothold. “The few minutes spent 
putting things in order will help 
to clear your mind,” says Culp. “At 
the end of the day, stop 10 minutes 
early to organize everything on 
your desk and plan and prioritize 
your work for the following day.” 

■ Block out time to batch tasks. 
For example, schedule a half-hour 
first thing in the morning to check 
and answer E-mail. Return calls 
for one hour after lunch. Spend 
an uninterrupted hour each day on 
paperwork. 

■ Don’t ignore small tasks that 
take only a few minutes to do, such 
as filing and putting things away. 
“Establish daily habits and routines 
so small things don’t turn into a 
mountain of tedious chores,” says 
Culp. 

■ Don 7 spread papers all over 
your desk; work on one piece of 
paper at a time and keep the rest 
neatly organized in a stack on a cor¬ 
ner of your desk or in a vertical file. 

■ Consider doing the worst 
thing on your to-do list first. “Tack¬ 
ling a tough assignment or diff cult

phone call first thing in the morning, 
and getting it out of the way, makes 
everything else you do that day 
a breeze,” says Culp. 

■ Stick to your priorities. Don’t 
let others sidetrack you with their 
demands. 

■ Don 7 allow daily or mundane 
interruptions to become urgent 
matters. You can ignore a constantly 


ringing telephone. Let voice mail 
take some messages while you take 
care of more important priorities. 

■ Plan and organize your work 
schedule. Set deadlines and stick to 
them, especially if you’re handling 
a big project. 

■ Take some time to catch up 
on backlogs by coming in early or 
staying late for a week and spending 
the extra time getting things under 
control. “You’h be able to handle 
daily obligations with less stress 
if you’re not constantly worrying 
about things that have backed up 
on you,” says Culp. 

■ Review your priorities every 
day. Begin the day by tackling 
a high priority item. Leave the 
low priority ones for last. Then, if 
you don’t get everything done by the 
end of the day, you’re leaving the 
less-important tasks uncompleted. 

■ Don’t automatically assign a 
high priority to tasks that others have 
asked you to do. Let their requests 
take their proper places on your to- 
do list; it’s up to ycu to assign the 
priority level. 

■ Stop waiting for a huge chunk 
of time to become available before 
you start something that needs to be 
done. “Major blocks of time are few 
and far between for most people,” 
says Culp. “Chip away at things you 
have to do.” 

■ Quit while you’re ahead. Try 
to pick a good place to stop, rather 
than stopping in the middle of 
something. It will be easier to 
start up again later. 

■ Organize your to-do list. Re¬ 
view and re-prioritize it daily. 
Cross off completed tasks and add 
any new items. Don’t waste time 
rewriting your list every day; rewrite 
it once or twice a week. 

■ Make sure you plan tomorrow 

today. “Lurching from day to 
day never produces much over 
the long haul,” says Culp. “If you 
don’t plan your future, you set 
yourself up to fail.” fVOD 1

CARBONDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Meeting of the Board of Directors 
April 20,1999 

The regularly scheduled monthly meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Carbondale Public Library took place on April 20, 1999, in the 
community room of the library. The meeting was called to order at 7:30 
P.M. by Martin Langan, president. Present were Mesdames Muldoon, 
Calabro, Miley, Race, and McNabb; Messieurs Staple, Vandenberg, Wallis, 
Pascoe, Langan, and Powell. 

As the meeting began, Marty called for a moment of respectful 
silence as i expression of our sympathy to the families of those killed, 
wounded, or hurt in the tragic shootings that took place earlier today in 
Columbine High School in Colorado. 

The Recording Secretary then read the minutes of the March meeting 
of the Board. It was regularly moved (Pascoe) and seconded (Miley) that the 
minutes be approved as read and placed on file. The motion carried. Patricia 
Calabro then read the treasurer's report for March. It was moved (Race) and 
seconded (Staple) that the treasurer's report be accepted as read and placed 
on file. The motion carried. 

Correspondence and Communications. The Library Director 
reported that a thank you note had been received from the Walter 
Washeleski family. S. Robert Powell mentioned that Walter and Lillian 
Washeleski were both former teachers of his. He noted that Lillian 
Washeleski was one of the most important formative influences on him 
dunng his time as a student at Fell High School. S. Robert Powell: "Mrs. 
Washeleski was a real champion of those of us who were very interested in 
things academic. She supported us and gave us confidence in ourselves. I 
shall always be grateful to her for enthusiastic support during those years." 

Report of the Library Director. Anne reported that Sally Felix had 
approved the financial arrangements that the Carbondale Public Library has 
made to pay the salaries of Ms. Peduto and Ms. Grecco. Anne also reported 
that the Library should have its bulk mailing permit in a few days. 

A proposal from Eastern Time, in Allentown, has been received by 
the Library to monitor the Library's emergency-alarm equipment for $25 a 
month ($288/year). It was moved (Calabro) and seconded (Race) that the 
Library contract with Eastern Time to monitor the Library's emergency- 
notification system. The motion carried. 




Anne also reported that she and Sally Felix had recently attended a 
library-related legislative day in Harrisburg. 

Old Business. Marty Langan complimented the Friends of the 
Library for the very impressive flagpole dedication ceremonies that were 
recently held at the Library. 

Joseph Pascoe reported that he has been in contact with Steve Oliveri 
about securing two flowering pear trees for the now-empty plots in front of 
the Library, between the sidewalk and the street. 

Marty reported that everything was all set for the installation of the 
art works in the Library's collection or those works on loan to the Library 
from the Carbondale Historical Society. Kathryn Race reported that she had 
found, at the Windsor Art Studio, appropriate clips to hang the artworks. 
Marty said that there should be a lot of art installed by the next meeting of 
the Board. 

Marty reported that everything was all set for the lecture/presentation 
of Dr. Munley on the Carbondale Mine Fire. The event will take place on 
the main floor of the Library. It will be co-sponsored by Carbondale's News 
Club, who will make cookies for the event. Kathryn Race said that she 
would make the fruit juice punch. Marty said that he would make the coffee 
and contact the Carbondale News. 

New Business. Father Steve Matylewicz reported that the Trinity 
Episcopal Church would sponsor a baked ham dinner on May 22 nd to benefit 
the Carbondale Public Library. Packets of ten tickets (@$7 per ticket, $4 for 
children) were distributed to the members of the Board for sale. 

S. Robert Powell, as president of the Carbondale Historical Society 
and Museum, presented copies of nine rolls of microfilm of Carbondale 
newspapers from the nineteenth century to the Library. The dates of these 
newspapers are as follows: 

December8, 1838—December 18, 1846 
January 1, 1847—December 27, 1850 
January 3, 1851—July 22, 1854 
May 30, 1863—December 22, 1866 
January 5, 1867—December 24, 1870 
January 7,1871—December 30, 1876 
January 6, 1877—December 31, 1881 
January 7,1882—May 11, 1883 
May 27, 1882—May 9, 1884 

Over the years, the Carbondale Historical Society has had produced 
microfilm copies of all of the newspapers in the collection of the 
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Carbondale Public Library. These newspaper holdings are, without doubt, 
the single most important source of information about the history of 
Carbondale and the surrounding area, from the second decade of the 
nineteenth century to the late twentieth century. (The hard copies of all of 
these newspapers are now in the holdings of the Historical Society.) 

The newspaper microfilm rolls that are in the Carbondale Public 
Library are copies made from the microfilm originals. All of the original 35 
millimeter microfilms (my guess is that there must be over one hundred 
rolls) of the entire newspaper collection of the Carbondale Public Library 
and the Carbondale Historical Society have been entrusted to the State 
Library of Pennsylvania in Harrisburg and are in the State Library's 
underground archival vaults in Butler County. Control of the micro film 
originals is under the direction of the Pennsylvania Historical and Museum 
Commission. Duplicate copies of the working rolls in the Carbondale Public 
Library can be obtained at any time, at a cost of about $25 per roll, by 
contacting the State Library of Pennsylvania in Harrisburg. 

Bill Wallis reported that the Friends of the Carbondale Public Library 
will sponsor a bus trip to Hyde Park, NY on September 25, 1999 with a 
departure from Carbondale at 8:30 A.M.. During the trip, visits are 
scheduled for the Roosevelt and Vanderbilt residences. Bill noted that the 
oldest hotel in America is located in Rhinebcck. Katherine Race noted that 
the Culinary Institute of America is housed in an old abbey on Route 9 not 
far from Hyde Park. 

Katherine Race reported that she will participate in a reading program 
in the Forest City Regional Schools. The program is sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Darlene Bednarczyk is the chairperson of the 
program. 

Katherine also said that she had "a hair-brained fund raising scheme" 
that she would like to place before the Board. That scheme is a follows- the 
Library would purchase, for $18,000, from Kelly's in Scranton, one of the 
new Volkswagen "beetles" and conduct a raffle. The old-style "Volkswagen 
beetles, she noted, are available from Mussari's in Carbondale for $13,000. 
Marty thanked Katherine for her proposal and noted that the matter would 
require additional thought before any action could be taken by the Board 

Katherine also noted that there will be a Day of Joy and Gladness in 
the United Methodist Church this coming Saturday from 10 A.M. to 2:30 
P.M. The cost per person is $5.00. 





With no further business to conduct, it was regularly moved 
(Vandenberg) and seconded (Staple) that the meeting be adjourned. The 
motion carried.
